Note Presented To Tokyo 
Government By Envoy 
Craigie

LONDON, Dec. 22.—Great Bri- 
tain today presented another 
note to Japan. This time it is a 
Protest against Japanese viola- 
tion of the territorial waters of 
Hong Kong, a British Crown 
Colony, 

The incident occurred December 
11. While within Hong Kong 
territorial waters a Chinese mari- 
time customs protection vessel was 
fired on by a Japanese destroyer 
which lay just outside the three- 
mile limit. The Chinese vessel ran 
ashore and was beached. The Jap- 
anese destroyer then sent two 
motorboats into territorial waters 
and towed the Chinese vessel out. 

The note, which Sir Robert 
Craigie, British ambassador at 
Tokyo, presented to the Japanese 
government, requests the assur- 
ance that strict instructions have 


been issued to Japanese naval 
forces which will insure full re- 


spect to Hong Kong territories and |

THE PRICE OF “PEACE” 

According to a report of the League of Na- 
tions, the world has spent seven billions of dol- 
lars this year on armaments. Since the League 
officials do their calculating in terms of the 
old gold standard, the figure is twelve billions 
in terms of present day money. The total ine 
come of all the people in Canada for 1936 was 
computed to be between four and five billions. 
The war preparations bil] of the nations for this 
year thus runs to approximately the combined 
incomes of all Canadians for two and a half 
years. The bulk of this money was borrowed, 
and on it interest will have to be paid for de- 
cades, perhaps for generations. Since war debts 
are going up, not down, t re 
manent new charge upon the e 
year and the years to follow of $500,000 
more, as the continuing cost of one year's ef- 
forts to attain security. 

“Peace on earth” comes high at such a price; 
and the price does not bring the peace. There 
is not peace in China, in 
Abyssinia, and only an armed peace ir 
at large. Of course this buying of doubtful sec- 
urity at such a price in borrowed money can- 
not go on indefinitely. Everyone knows that. 
The substance of the future is being consumed 
et growing speed; and armaments produce no 
wealth to pay for their cost or their upkeep. 
Therein lies the danger. The nations which are 
setting the pace by policies of conquest, and 
thereby forcing others to arm themselves against 
attack, do not expect to go on forever forging 
new weapons. They hope to realize on their 
investments by striki 1 


ng down their neighbors as 
Italy struck down Abyssinia, as Japan is strik- 
ing down China, and to thus establish a con- 
queror’s peace by imposing their burdens on 
their victims.

There is no seed the prairie farmer would sow 
with more heartfelt satisfaction than castor 
beans, if he knew the invading grasshoppers 
would eat the crop and die. And there could be 
no crop of a protective nature having larger 
possibilities of usefulness, for ‘hoppers eat up 
millions of dollars’ worth of growing grain every 
summer; and by a curious perversity of things 
they are most prevalent when crops are scant 
because of drought. It is to be hoped the Kansas 
observer is right. If so, his service to western 
agriculture will deserve international recogni- 
tion. 


ANOTHER ALBERTA RECORD 


International honors have come to another 
resident of the Edmonton district. A two year 
old cow in the herd of Mr. J. S. Mosford of South 
Edmonton has broken the North American record 
in milk production for cows of her age. She is 
credited with having given more than nine tons 
of milk in twelve months. To the uninitiated 
city man it may be explained this is perhaps 
eighteen times the weight of the cow herself. 
How many quart bottles it would fill is an appro- 
priate computation for the boy who wants to 
build up an argument for another glass. Or, if 
he likes to spread it thick, how many families 
this cow would keep in butter, calculating butter 
fat at 5 per cent of the weight of the milk. 

Congratulations are in order to the fortunate 
owner of this new record-maker. Her achieve- 
ment will serve to call further attention to the 
suitability of this section of Alberta for dairy 
farming. It is comparable to the winning of first 
place in a wheat competition at the Chicago 
International exhibition, and will in like manner 
add to the prestige Alberta farmers have gained 
in competition with those of other provinces and 
countries.

Do 
you remember how they fitted out the schooner 
Hispaniola, and how they sailed away to the 
South Seas, after the pirate hoard of gold, Long 
John Silver and Captain Smollet and Squire 
Trelawney and the rest? 

Do you remember how the boy Jim Hawkins 
climbed the rigging, with Israel Hands carrying 
the knife in his teeth, after him, and how Jim 
shot him dead as Israe] threw the knife and fell, 
with a terrible pirate’s curse, into the sea? Do 
you remember, “Fifteen Men on the Dead Man's 
Chest, Yo-ho-ho, and a Bottle of Rum?” 

And, remembering that incomparable story 
of adventure, will you believe what Dr. Frederick 
Law, educationist of New York City, has just 
been telling a conference on English instruction 
at Atlantic City? He said that many high school 
pupils found “Treasure Island” beyond their 
comprehension, and that “books of this type 
were being rewritten in elementary language.”

HOOVER ON PRESS FREEDOM 

Freedom of the press was vigorously cham- 
pioned by Herbert Hoover, ex-president of the 
United States, speaking in Waterville, Maine, 
recently under the auspices of Colby College. 
The occasion was the one hundredth anniversary 
of the murder of Elijah P. Lovejoy, a graduate 
of the College, at Alton, Illinois, by a mob be- 
cause he persisted in opposing slavery in a week- 
ly newspaper of which he was the owner. “As 
long as I am an American citizen,” said Lovejoy, 
in a public meeting which was followed by mob 
action, “I shall hold myself at liberty to speak, 
to write and to publish whatever I please on any 
subject, being amenable to the laws of my coun- 


try for the same.” These words were quoted by | 


Mr. Hoover and set the tone of his address. In 
the course of his address, Mr. Hoover said: 

“From the time of Lovejoy's death to a period 
after the great war free speech, free press and 
free debate were steadily spreading over the 
world, for it was the very life stream of advanc- 
ing liberalism. 

“But in the past fifteen years increasing dark- 
ness has descended upon free expression and free 
criticism in the world. That light has been put 
out in more than half the so-called civilized 
earth. 

“It is a paradox that we find every dictator 
who has ascended to power has climbed on the 
ladder of free speech and free press. Imme- 
diately on attaining power each dictator has sup- 
pressed al! free speech except his own. 

“The revolutions since the Great Ware were 
in most cases not the result of civil convulsions 
and the killing of many men. These revolutions 
were the result of implanted ideas. Magic formu- 
las were spun which promised relief to the in- 
finite misery of war. Propaganda confused the 
minds and soiled the spirits of men. 

“The news was colored and facts were dis- 
torted. Potent catch phrases and slogans were 
summoned as labels for the cure of every social 
and economic evil. Half-truths, quarter-truths 
were amassed to prove the failure of established 
institutions. Just grievance was transformed 
into hate. Despair was fanned into destructive 
fear. 

“Men were led to their own enslavement by 


lies and fraud from polluted speech and press. 


Liberty died by the waters of her own well-- 
free speech and free press poisoned with untruth. 

“Untruth, once triumphant, could not tolerate 
debate and free criticism. Then free speech and 
free press were suppressed. Truth alone can 
Stand the guns of criticism. 

“Dawn will come to these peoples again after 
many years. The demand for free expression of 
the human mind will not die. It is part of the 
spiritual endowment of men. It was born in 
human sacrifice over centuries of travail, to 
which those very nations made high contribu- 
tion.”—Winnipeg Free Press. . 


ELECTIONS IN RUSSIA 

The uncertainity in Russia is over. To every- 
one’s astonishment the first election in the 
Communist Republic has resulted in the return 
of a Supreme Soviet with Josef Stalin at its 
head. It was all done in accordance with demo- 
cratic form. The ballot was secret; no one knew 
how his next-door neighbor was voting. Mr. 
Stalin and his henchmen were completely in 
the dark as to the probable outcome of the 
campaign, and, if not actually surprised when 
the result was made known, must have been 
greatly relieved. For them the suspense was 
over. They had been through a most trying time. 
The qualified electors numbered ninety millions 
and they chose 1,143 members for a two- 
chamber parliament. With so vast an electorate 
the issue was bound to be in doubt up to the last 
minute; and yet, curiously enough, the voting 
was practically unanimous. In most democratic 
countries the only sure things are death and 
taxes, and the most uncertain things are horse 
races and elections. No one knows precisely how 
any given candidate or horse will run. It is 
different in Russia where the sure things appear 
to be death and elections, the two being very 
closely associsted. Those who voted so whole- 
heartedly for Stalin et al at the end of the week 
were the survivors of the various purges and 
liquidations which preceded the polling. They 
were actuated by a natural desire to survive 
future liquidations and purges. In Russia, self- 
preservation is the first law of nature, where- 
fore the voice of the people is the voice of Stalin. 

They do these things so much better in a 
genuine democracy. Hereabouts a government ie 
handicapped. It can spray a few public works 
about the country, can, perhaps, promise a few 
more, can commit itself to the provision of future 
benefits of one kind and another, and can go 
up and down the country reviling its political 
opponents. Its supporters, those of the baser 
sort, and the unregenerate partisans of opposing 
groups, can stuff @ ballot box now and then, 
can telegraph a few votes, can practice a little 
timely intimidation and can go as far as they 
like in misrepresentation; but notwithstanding 
these time-honored devices and expedients, no 
dependable method of preventing the ma- 
jority of the electors from voting according to 
their consciences, political predilections, local 
jealousies and racia] and sectarian prejudices, 
has yet been discovered. Not so, however, in 
Russia. There the public are informed upon the 
various issues of the dey with the strictest im- 
partiality and in the clear atmosphere of judicial 
detachment. The electors are told what is good 
for them and what is bad fos them and the 


Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

Fats are similar to carbohydrates in that they 
are widely distributed in natural food substances. 
Fats are made up of carbon, oxygen and hydro- 
gen. Of all forms of food, fats are the most con- 
centrated. It appears that some fat must be pre- 
sent in the dietary if good health is to be main- 
tained. 

The amount of fat habitually consumed varies 
with different climates, races, occupations and 
economic factors. For example, the person do- 
ing very heavy work in a cold climate will prob- 
ably use more fat than a person doing mental 
work in a warm climate. One of the very inter- 
esting things to observe is that the amount of fat 
used bears a direct relationship to income; with 
an increase in the family income, the use of fat 
also increases. 

It has been found that the body is capable of 
adapting itself to the omission of fat during short 
periods without any harm resulting; but if de- 
prived of fat for months or years, injurious 
effects occur. This is possibly due to the fact 
that vitamins A and D are commonly secured 
from fat-bearing foods. 

Fat is very easily assimilated and is absorbed 
almost in its entirety. However, the process of 
digestion is extremely slow and usually takes be- 
tween 5 and 6 hours. Apparently, the mixture 
of large amounts of fat with either starches or 
proteins will hinder the digestion of these other 
foods. 

From the caloric standpoint, fat is considered 
to have double the caloric value of either starch 
or sugar, Fat may be used in the body for the 
liberation of energy, or it may be converted into 
heat. For this reason, it is beneficial to increase 
the fat ration under two conditions: when energy 
is being rapidly used up because of heavy work; 
and when the body is exposed to extreme cold. 

Fats are therefore of great value in cold clim- 
ates and it is customary to find that the Northern 
races, including the Eskimos, use a great deal of 
fat to provide the fuel to fight the cold. Those 
living in cold climates would do well to increase 
the fat consumption during the winter months. 
In a warm climate, such an increase is not of 
much value, except in the cases of those perform- 
ing heavy manual labor, in which instances the 
burning of the fat will provide energy. 

Animal fats, such as butter, eggs, cream, 
beef-fat, and codliver oil, provide good sources 
of vitamin A, which is a fat soluble vitamin. 
Vegetable fats do not seem to be such good 
sources of the vitamin. Vitamin D is found in 
cod-liver oil, suet, lard, etc, but seemingly 
occurs to a less extent in vegetable oils. 

The fats used for food come from both the 
animal and vegetable kingdoms; and a list of the 
wholesome fats and oils includes all of the fol- 
lowing foods: butter, cream, margerine, olive oil, 
peanut oil, cottonseed oil, corn oil, cod-liver oil, 
poppy seed oil, and sesame oil. Those using fat 
cuts of beef or pork will also secure an additional 
amount of fat. Or, fat may be secured from nuts, 
as well as from other sources, such as milk, avo- 
cadoes, olives, soy beans, ice cream, lard, salmon 
and tuna. 

Fats which are liquid at ordinary tempera- 
tures are called oils, or fatty oils; while if they 
are in a solid or semi-solid state at such tempera- 
tures they are referred to as fats 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Anna N, writes: “Which is the 
more common disorder: too much acid in the 
stomach or too little?” 

ANSWER: Of the two, over-secretion of acid 
is the more commonly found. 

QUESTION—“Mother” states: “I make a 
dried fruit confection of dates, figs, raisins and 
nuts, all ground together, which the children 
enjoy. I would like your opinion as to whether 
this natural sweet may be given to youngsters.” 

ANSWER: The dried fruit mixture which you 
prepare may be given to children and may be 
considered wholesome. The fruit sugar will pro- 
vide them with an energy food. However, the 
dried fruits are very concentrated foods and for 
this reason, only a small quantity is necessary 
at any one time. Many people figure that in- 
asmuch as these fruits are so good for one, they 
will be even better if taken in larger quantities, 
when such is not the case. A good rule to re- 
member with any concentrated food is to use it in 
reasonable quantities, but not to excess. 

QUESTION—Mrs. B. N. D. asks: “What is the 
principal food element in gelatin?” 

ANSWER: The chief value of gelatin lies in 
the protein it contains,

STREET CARS VS. BUSES 

Decision of Guelph to scrap its municipally- 
owned street railway system and replace it with 
@ service is in line with a steady transforma- 
tion that has been going on in the mode of 
transportation in small cities all over the con- 
tinent. 

It is probable that within a few years only in 
centres of 100,000 or over will street car lines be 
found. Where there are not large rush-hour 
crowds to be handled the bus offers great ad- 
vantages in smal] capita) outlay, lessened cost 
of operating and maintenance, economy of op- 
eration, in flexibility of service, as well as in 
cornfort for the passengers. 

In the larger cities without subways, howe 
ever, street cars are indispensible, especially on 
the main lines where many thousands of pas- 
sengers must be handled night and morning 
within the space of an hour or two. The ad- 
vantage of the street car is in carrying capacity, 
To replace cars with enough buses to handle the 
crowds would add enormously to street con- 
gestion because of the greater number of 
vehicles necessary and the probability that 
public agitation would require that they draw 
into the curbs to take on and discharge their 
passengers.—Toronto Telegram,

A Day in Canadian History

| December 22, 1799, was an un- 
lucky day for the father of Queen 
Early in that year, Prince Edward 
had returned to England from 
| Halifax where he was commander 
| of the forces, for medical treat- 
ment, and there gathered an elab- 
orate outfit, which, with valuable 
| horses, special ‘furniture from his 
| English residence and a whole 
‘library, was shipped on the 

Princess Amelia. She was driven 

on Sable Island, in an early winter 

storm on this date, and was lost 
| with all hands. There were 280 on 
| board including Prince Edward's 
military secretary and his family 
and regimental drafts, with, of 
course, the horses and all the royal 
| effects. 


His royal highness was certainly 
| unlucky with his outfits. This was 
| the seventh which had been lost in 
| transit, others having been ship 

| from England, 1794, 1795 and 1798, 
| and captured at sea by enemy 
| raiders. The loss £20,000 ($100,000), 
| was a serious financial handicap 
| for a lifetime to a ‘prince who 
| had not much beyond his army pay 
| but who lived extravagantly. He 
was always in debt at Halifax, as 
well as at home, and a good many 
merchants had to be content with 
the right to put the royal arms 
‘ over their doors as furnishers to 
his royal highness in place of the 
cash not forthcoming. It was the 
Same way at Quebec while the 
Prince was in garrison there. 


On this date in 1888 the supreme 
court of Canada gave judgment 
holding that the charter of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway did no: 
provide for a monopoly in Mani- 
toba. When the news reached Win- 
nipeg, which had been trying for 
months to lay a line across the 
CPR, to get access to the south, 
the populace went wild. Main 
street was lit with bonfires, which 
left big Roles i nd wooden road- 
way, and the hotelkeepers sold out 
their stocks as the citizens cele- 
brated their “great victory” over 
Montreal and the financial giants 
of St. James St. But when the 
competing railway was built it 
turned out a white elephant and 
it, with its successors built wit! 
provincial money, were handed 
over to Mackenzie and Mann, who 
became the chief beneficiaries.

The Federal battle lines are mov- 


ing southward into the tiny villages 
of the vast, barren Northern Mexi- 
co country, where the dread “giggle 
weed” is cultivated and grows wild. 

Agents consider their current 
fight for eradication of the weed a 
gigantic task, despite the fact that 


they are fighting “small fry” smug-| 


glers instead of “big time” racke- 
teers. 

Veterans of wild border forays 
against gold, ammunition and smug- 
gling rings, these officers declare 
their task difficult because of elus- 
ive tactics of the narcotics peddlers. 


LAW EFFECTIVE IN AUGUST 


The agents’ first capture under 
the new anti-marihuana law of 


Congress, approved by President | 


Roosevelt last August, occurred 
when they nabbed a_ cheaply 
dressed peddler with several mari- 
huana cigarettes in his possession. 
He was turned over to Federal 
narcotics officers in Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

A few border officers say their 
job is easy because the marihuana 
peddlers are petty agents seeking 
a little “easy money.” Their 
crime is not of sufficient import 
to force them to shoot their way 
out of traps. 

A recent survey along the inter- 
national boundary showed the av- 
erage price of the “weed” cigar- 
ettes is about two for 25 cents on 
the American side. Across the 
line, in the squalor of Mexican 
pueblos and towns, the same cig- 
arettes sell for 10 centavos, or 
about 3 cents. 

Agents have learned the wildly 
sprouting weed generally is cul- 
tivated in corn fields where it can 
be concealed from casual observ- 
ers by large stalks. 


| PROHIBITED IN 46 STATES 
enactment of | 


Before Congress’ 
the present anti-marihuana law, 
Federal agents on the border turn- 


}ed over peddlers to state author- 


ities because Federal statutes had 
no specific law prohibiting marihu- 


ana. Arizona and 45 other states | 


have laws against it. 

The agents, during those’ times, 
were Jax in their efforts to curb 
the ever-increasing flow of mari- 
huana from Mexico to the states. 

The nation’s medical and law- 
enforcement agencies, on finding 
many imajor crimes 
directly to use of these cigarettes, 
started agitation several years ago 
for Federal legislation.

Northwest Rushes Cutting! § 
Before Land Of Spruce 
Is Snow-Locked 


BALSAM, Minn, Dec. 22— 
Woodsmen are busy tn the land of 
snow, spruce and balsam, building 
up a $10,000,000 business of pre- 
paring trees for the 1937 holidays. 

From the Pacific Northwest 
through the Minnesota-Wisconsin 
“land of sky blue water” and as 
far east as Maine, the modern 
prototypes of the early lumber- 
jacks are bucking snow and fast- 
freezing bogs to fell Christmas 
trees that will be bedecked with 
gay ornaments and bright colored 
lights. 

Forest service officials estimated 
that when operations reach their 
peak late this month, 10,000,000 or 
more trees — balsam, spruce, fir 
and pine—will be this year's total. 


STAMPS HAVE VALUE 

National forests will supply about 
about 300,000 trees, The remainder 
will come from private and state 
lands. The stump value ranges | & 
from 2 to 5 or 10 cents a tree, de- 
pending on the size, That's what 
the land owner gets. 

The man who buys the tree in 
the city, after the trees have been 
brought In from the woods will pay 
from 25 cents to $3 and up. 

Commercial cutters who go into 
the business on a big scale fre- 
quently cut trees early and store 
them in boxcar refrigerators, ac- 
cording to the forest service. This 
Practice, it was said. is popular 
especially in areas where snowfall 
in November and early December 
prevents loggers from penetrating 
the woods that late in the season. 

While the greatest national for- 
est output of Christmas trees is in 
the West, the largest demand comes 
from the East. This area alone con- 
sumes two or three million trees 
annually. 

Last year, the Kootena national 
forest in Montana, with 127,000

Creation of musical works lags 
in Canada and little of what is 
written bears a distinctively Can- 
adian stamp, according to Sir Ern- 
est MacMillan, conductor of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra and 
principal of the Toronto Con- 
servatory of Music. The dis- 
tinguished conductor also deplor- 
ed the migration of much of 
Canada’s best musical talent to 
the United States, where he main- 
tained there were greater facilities 
for developing students’ talents 

Here are some opniions of Ed- 
monton musicians on Sir Ernest's 
statement: 


Edmonton Symphony Orchestra: 
While we cannot dispute Sir Ern- 
est's statement, for what he says 
is perfectly true, I for one am not 
prepgred to say that we are losing 
ground, musically speaking. It is 
only natural that some of our bes! 
musicians are going to the United 
States because there they find 
more remunerative fields. But 
we still are retaining many, and 
Sir Ernest himself 
among them. Canada is funda- 
mentally very musical, and the 
west doesn't have to take second 
place to the east in this respect 
But if we admit the truth of Sir 
Ernest's assertion, what we have 
to do now is to promote musical 
culture. The musica] apprecia- 
tion classes now being held in 
city schools, coupled with the fes- 
tivas, is a big step in this direc- 
tion.

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DROUGHT DUE 
TO RECESSION 
OF GLACIERS 


Most Prairie Rivers De- 
pend On Rockies For 
Water, Author Says 


TORONTO, Dec, 22.—Recession 
of glaciers in the Rocky Moun- 
tains has been partly responsible 
for drought conditions in Western 
Canada, Dan McGowan, widely 
known Canadian naturalist, au- 
thor and lecturer, believes. 

“Glaciers have been receding and 
shrinking s0 steadily, one wonders 
what rivers like the Saskatchewan 
and Bow will be like 50 years from 
now,” he said in an interview here. 
if the glaciers keep receding in the 
next 50 years as they have in the 
last half century, the rivers will be! 
nothing more than rivulets.” 


CHANGED CONDITIONS 


Most of the prairie rivers depe:d- 
ed on the Rocky mountains for | 
their water supply—and glaciers | 
vere the great reservoirs of the 
mountains, Changed conditions, 
iowever, were causing the glaciers 
to melt more rapidly and to loose 
the supply of snow and moisture 
irom which they grew. 

As a result, many of the ice-riv- 
ergs have been disappearing. The 
Yoho Valley glacier has receded 
some 3,000 feet in the last 30 years. 
The great glacier of Illecillewaet, 
which once swept down through its 
valley like a greet river, had almost 
lost itself in the hills above the 
valley. 

There was one salvation for the 
prairie waterways if the glaciers 
continued to disappear, he believ- 
ed, and th:t was re orestati_n. 
Trees that were cut down should 
be replaced and more trees than 
now existed should be planted on 
the mountain slopes. 

Forests would prevent soil ero- 
sion and would keep moisture in 
the ground as the ice-fields once 
did. When thaws came, the mois- 
‘ure would remain on mountain- 
sides long enough to supply rivers 
in the proper way. Then, too, there 
would be enough inoisture avail- 
able for evaporation to take plece 
and clouds to form properly. 


SMOKE THEORY | 

Conversely, Mr. McGowan has 8 
theory that forest fires are one 
cause of glaciers melting more 
wiftly than they once did. Smoke, 
lying above a glacial area like a 
blanket, prevented night frosts from 
{freezing the ice-fields after the day 
thaw. Thus, during forest fire per- 
iods, glaciers were in a continuous 
tate of thaw instead of alternately 
freezing and melting during the 
night and day. 


LABRADOR DOG 
TEAMS SCARCE: 
PUPS PREMIUM 


CARTWRIGHT, Labrador, Dec. 
22—Although only a few dogs were 
left to teamsters on the coast last 
spring after the ravaging distemper 
epidemic, everybody seems to have 
been able to scrape up a team for 
winter driving this year. 

Every pup born during the spring 
and summer was saved and raised 
with the greatest care. Usually a 
Labrador dog-team is made up of 
one female and five or more males. 

Now, however, the order is re- 
versed and drivers have to put up 
with what they can get. In some 
cases teamsters are now driving 
what they call “serap teams.” One 
man has one male and six females. 


Snake Charmer 
Now Convinced 
Bite Is Deadly 


SYDNEY, Dec. 22. — Geo. Aitken, 
58-year-old snake charmer, is con- 
vinced his bite would be so poison- 
ous it would kill a man. 

The only thing that has kept him 
from demonstrating the soundness 
of his conviction is that no volun- 
teers have come forward either in 
the interests of science or curiosity. 

During his 40 years as a snake 
charmer, Aitken has been bitten 
more than 200 times, he says, by | 
venomous snakes of various kinds, 
Four of the bites were by tiger 


snakes, which are particularly 
poisonous, 
Aitken insists he has outlived 


26 other snake charmers whom he | 
has known and nearly all of whom 


have died from tiger snake bites. 

It ig his conviction that his body 
is now so filled with venom that 
his own bite would be fatal. 

Recently he had one leg ampu- 
tated as the result of a swelling 
which the surgeons diagnosed 5 
slow venom poiscuing.
